where full regalia w-as 
used, 
con­ 
sisting of a gown and mask. 
It is 
your duty to make an investigation 
with a view to ascertaining w hether 
any of the acts comm itted 
by 
the 
Klan come w ithin the purview’ of the 
statutes of thH state.” 
Judge Mancuso referred to the fact 
that he came to America as an im­ 
migrant 28 years ago, 
and said he 
could appreciate fully how* pernicious 
and inconsistent the Klan would be 
to the history* of the republic if what 
it does or threatens to do, is toler­ 
ated. 
He said the invasion 
of 
the 
Klan w*as 
directly 
apparently “not 
only against the negio, Jew and Ca­ 
tholic. but against any and all per­ 
sons who don’t accept the principles 
of the Klan.”

Three regulations which make the 
most radical changes in old rules, 
briefly, are: 
Persons who have exposed them ­ 
selves to disease, but who are not 
found to be infected, may be held 
for a period of ordinary incubation, 
ten days, in one instance, and thirty 
in another. 
Refusal to subm it to exam ination 
“shall be prim a facie proof that 
such person is infected and shall 
authorize and justify quarantine and 
isolation and the 
placarding 
of 
premises. 
No physician or 
other 
person 
shall issue certificates of health to 
any persons who pursues a life of 
expediency. 
The description of “suspected con­ 
tacts,” is described as very broad 
and exacting. 
Druggists 
who sell certain des­ 
cribed preparations are required to 
report purchasers by name and ad­ 
dress. 
Authority also is given for pla­ 
carding suspected premises.
